An Affecting Court

Miss Irvin of New London, Mo., in Trouble 
at Hannibal.

This morning Dr. J. C. Hearne, 
secretary ot the State Board of 
Health, dptermined to investigate the 
matter, and summoned from New London 
the gentleman at whose house the woman had 
been a guest until her condition could no longer 
be kept a secret. He will be one of the principal 
witnesses at the inquest by the Coroner’s jury, 
which takes place this afternoon, 
when, no doubt, the abortion the- 
ory will be disproved. Two of 
the most prominent citizens of Ralls County are 
charged with the paternity of the child. Its 
features strikingly resemdle the face of one of 
them. They both declare their innocence 
and one anxiously demands an investigation.

The Memory of Samuel T. Glover 
Honored by His Profes- 
sional Brothers, 


Bar Meeting This Morning—Judge T. T. 
' Gantt’s Address—A Committee Appointed 
to Draft a Memorial— The Funeral To- 


Morrow.

A called meeting of the bar to take appropriate 
action in respect to the death of Mr. Simuel T. 
Giover was held in Court Room No. 4 at 11 o’clock 
this morning. Long before the hour mentioned 
the court room was crowded by lawyers eager to 
testify by their presence to the regard in which 
the deceased was held by his professional breth- 
ren.

The meeting was called to order by Judge Jas. 
J. Lindley, aud upon motion of Jude Madill, Mr. 
T. T. Gantt assumed the .duties of chairman. 
Mr. Gantt, in a voice broken by emotion, spoke of 
Mr. Glover in the following terms: 

“Brethren, I know not how it may be with you 
but whehihe grave closes over a man wuom 1 
loved and respected, with whom I was intimate 
for twenty-five years, my heart is too full for the 
utterance of auy extended expression. I Knew 
the deceased longer thau most of you. Ot our 
common profession the head has been taken 
away. Hewas my senior in years by a few 
montbs, my superior in everything. My acquaint 
ance With him began nearly thirty-five years ago, 
At that time he was the leader of one of the 
strongest bars of this State—the bar of the sec- 
ond judicial circuit. His contemporaries at that 
time were such men as Carty Wells, Wiliam 
Campbell, Uriel Wright and James S. Green. 
He enjoyed the respect. he conciliated the regard 
of the bench and bar of that circuit. When he 
came to St. Louis in 1849 he rapidly advanced to 
the front rank of our bar. We ail know 
how he has vindicated that position. 
Why should I dilate upon the qualities which 
made him the objectof affection of all those his 
unlors, to whom he extended a  helpiuvug 
and. He brought to the duties of his profession 

piercing logic, a wide discerning judzment, an 
ndustry which nothing could weary, and above 
all an integrity which nothing could bend and 
which left his character as spotiess as it was 
wneu he came into the world, Such was the man 
whdse memory you have assembled to honor. 
The tallest menarch of the forest lie’ low; the 
rarest cédar ot the mountain is prostrate. He 
possessed an integrity which scorned all crooked 
Ways; ascorn for wrong, a zeal for truth and a 
maguaminity which made his character most lov- 
Able. My brethren. it does not become me to an- 
ticipate what you willdo. It will be one of the 
principal objects of your meeting to take such 
steps as may be appropriate to his loss from 
amongst you. and securely to preserve such a 
memorial as will give those who come after us 
some proper estimate of the spotless record of 
Samuel T. Glover.“ 

At the conclusiou of Mr. Gantt's N pathetic 
speech, Judgé Samuel Breckenridge ‘hominated 
Mr. Frauk P. Blair, jr., for the position of secre- 
tary of the meeting. Mr. Blair was elected. Judge 
Madill announced that the @uneral would take 
place at 10’clock to-morrow afternoon at No. 2904 
Gamble street,the late residence of Mr. Glover,and 
suggested that before the meeting adjourned some 
action shouid be taken looking to the attendance 
of the bar in a body at the funeral. He also 
moved that the chair appoint a committee of five, 
of whom the chair should be one, to draft a me- 
morial upon the life and career of Mr. Glover,and 
suggested that all remarks relative to the matter 
be deferred until ‘after the presentation of the 
memorial. The committee are to report at an 
adjourned meeting to be held at 2 o’clock 
ou Saturday week. The chair appointed 
the following gentlemen as the committee: 
Geo. A. Madill, John D. 8. Dryden. James J. 
Lindley aud Henry Hitchcock. Judge Madill 
suggested thatthe members desiring to attend 
the funeral shoula meet at the corner of Easton 
and Garrison avenues at 12:45 o’eclocK to-morrow 
and thence proceed ein a body to the residence, 
Upou the motion of Mr. George H. Shields the 
chair appointed George H. Suield>, John 8. Fui- 
lerton and Judge E. A. Lewis to act as marsbals 
of the procession. The meeting then adjourned 
to Saturday week.

FORENOON SESSION. CLOSING AT1 P. . 

The speculative grain markets were slow and 
generally uninteresting duriug most of this fore- 
noon. Tradein the home market was confined 
mainly tothe loealcrowa, and was chiefly ina 
scalping way then, and as far as was learned the 
same was case in Chicago and in other 
markets. y few orders were held here by 
commission men and brokers, and they found it 
rather slow work to execute them.

DILLON was of no use on the bench to the 
railroads.

There can be no doubt but that the reckless use 
of the revolver in this great and 22 country 
has resumed proportions which gradually be- 
coming alarming, and the question occurs, are 
we a nation of goodand peace-loving citizens or 
are we a nation of rowdies? 

The revolver is the most cowardly weapon in 
existence. It leaves no chance for defense when 


the bearer of the hidden tool of murder,” as you 
n call it, has “the drop” on his File- 
titn, ok atour own city. While the Police 
Commissioners and their pals are fighting the 


battle of vindication in the courts, and while 
the police force is apparently. inactive 
from want of proper management, a_ set 


of thieves and murderous rowdies have taken 
possession of the city and by the liberal use of 
the revolver keep everybody in check, plunder 
when they feel like it, and laugh at the law, while 
their success creates rampant desire for imita- 
trons in the more timid faction of the profession, 
The small business man is standing behind his 
counter trembling for his days’ earnings, and for 
his life, which he may lose every moment fur tie 
sake of a few paltry dollars.

WATER WANTED BA DLX. 


Startling Statements at the Conference of 
City Authorities and Commercial Club. 
Yesterday afternoon Messrs. Samuel Cupples, 
C. S. Greeley, Dr. Leete, F. G. Niedringhaus, E. 
O. Stanard aad John T. Davis, put heir private 
business behind them, and, as respresentatives 
of the Commercial Club, devoted a couple of hours 
to a consideration of the public 
needs and how to provide for them. 


They visited the City Hall, where they met, by 
request, Col. Flad, Commissioner Wuitinan, 
Comptroller Adreon, Chief Sexton and Capt. Ford, 
of the Harbor Department. Fire aud water were 
the topics and, as the mission of the citizen’s 
delegation was to Obtain informatiou, the sub- 
jects were thoroughly discussed. 

Mr. Whitman was the cine! spokesman. He 
explained that bills were now pending, involving 
an expenditure of $82,000 which would provide aii 
of the business part of the cily witu a 
very satisiactory water service, and would 
increase the number of fire plugs so that three 
engines could pilav on eacn bDiock—iwo at every 
corner and oue inthe middle of the block. Tie 
contemplated addition of seven engines and en- 
gine-houses to the system would cost about 
$190,000, together with au annual expenditure for 
thelr support of $75,000. Mr. Wuitman called pu- 
ticfiar attention lo the exposed condition ol the 
immense mauulacluring, railroad aud 
warenouse Lergsts iD MIII Creek 
or Chouteau Valley by saying that 
the water Supply there was utierly luadequate to 
provide for any couflagration in that regiou, nor 
would it be ut all improyed by the extefisions now 
cou.empiated. In fact, he said, the wants are 80 
great Wat six millions of dollars could be judi- 
civusly spent iu improving the system. Anvtier 
region which is but pourly supplied, is lying be- 
tween North Market and Lebaume streets, aud 
this should be corrected as s00n as possible. 

Chief Sexton endorsed and corroboraied the 
stutements of Mr. Whitman. He felt eertain that 
he would save enough in hose, by reason of not 
having to lay such jong lines, to pay im oue year 
the cust of lucreusing we Water supply aud pul- 
ing in additioual piugs. As to the Mill Oreek val- 
ley, he Was lu Constant dread Of a big fire tuere, 
because be knew that if it ouce got 
headway on him he could not get the 
water lo Make even a creditavie figut. In Chicago 
they can place tifieen engines on a block, while 
bere the Maximum uumver will be five. 

Comptrolier Aureon stated that he had allowed 
as much oi (ue revenue as could possibly be 
spared, lor improvements di the water service, 
aud next year Le hoped to pay $60,000 more of the

DRAMATIC ART. 


It is Discoursed Upon by Mr, Henry 
Irving. 


An Interview With the English Actor—An Apt 
Comparison — Natural and Unnatural 
Methods—A Delusion Corrected—Pen Piet- 
ure of the Tragedian. . 


A figure shot out of the door of parlor 68 at the 
Southern yesterday, bearing a tray heaped with 
dishes, as a Post-DisPaTcu reporter entered the 
hallway leading to it, The figure belonged toa 
walter who was taking away Mr. Henry Irving’s 
breakfast things, and from some cause, whether 
from the fact simply that he was carrying the 
remains of a celebrated actor’s breakfast or be- 
cause be had been raked over for being slow, he 
was flurried and no more than got out of 
the door, when the tray broke loose 


from its moorings, and, deseribing two or tnree 
arustic revolutions, followed the dishes, and 
everything went down with a cash. This served 
as a sort of ice-breaker, opening introduction, 
80 to speak, for the shrinking hy hat When he 
entered the room the actor was leisurely opening 
and sorting a heap’ of letters which jay upon a 
table in the window corner of the room. Although 
the afternoon was well advanced the actor had 
just finished his breakfast. Mr. Irving apparently 
turns night into day, for instead of retiring soon 
alter his evening performauces, he gath- 
ers a few choice friends around him, 
orders a reguiar supper and eats, talks 
and smokes for awhile. Alter this, he frequenily 
does his writing or reading until the clock q oints 
to afew figures ou the dial im the early morning. 
Viewed at ease and with opportunities for care- 
ful obseryation, Mr. Irving presents altogether 
A STRIKING APPEARANCE. 

Of course, bis irregular, iong aud strongly-marked 
face, his flowing bulr tinged with gray and parted 
in the middie, and his tall, rather gaunt figure 
wouid be noticeable anywhere,but he is more than 
peculiar, he is striking and would be picked 
but at Once as A mau entirely out of the common 
run ot men. His features, manners and cunver- 
sation devote a high order of intelligence. intel- 
leciuality and individuality. One peculiarity 
about Mr. Irving’s adress is his collar. He wears 
a umzu standing piece of linen, but instead of 
closely — ana sawing on his neck like that of 
the average slim, jit slopes out towards the chin 
andis broken down. It gives bis head the ap- 
pearance of 22 iu a linen socket. 

After speaking pleasantly to ibe reporter Mr. 
Irving remarked, 1 expect I have given 
the gentiemen of the ress here some 
trouble and waiting, but, you know, a man must 
Kive some time to his own affairs, to such things 
as making a living, answering letters, and others 
which demand attention now and then.” 

»The interviewers trouble you a good deal?” 

“Oh, uo, I can’t say they trouble me much, but 
7 take time.“ 

r. irving here took the place of au interviewer 
and asked a good many questions about St. Louis, 
remarking that he bad always been deeply inter- 
ested in its bfsvory from early boyhood, Then 
he continued: 1 suppose your first question 
will be about my impressions of America, 
aud, to tell the truth, have beeu 
too busy 10 tell any more than I have told. As 
far as they „ however, I am charmed, My re- 
ception bas u most warm aud enthusiastic. 1 
cannot say much about your theaters and theat- 
ricai matters, because have had no means of 
learning much about them, but, for your build- 
ings, 1 thing they are very handsome—splendid. 
You have greatly improved on us in the inciinua- 
tion of the floors and seats. There is a maguifi- 
cent eweep of people ſu front of the stage, and 
4 — seems right in front of me.“ 

Vo you notice any great differences between 
the American and English publics?”’ 

“I cannot say that I do, because there are such 
great differeuces im audiences at the same place. 
A point is caught by one that is never noticed by 
avother. The beople here, however, are very eu- 
thusiastic and quick of perception. I must say 
this, nowever, for the Euglish public: it is gener- 
ous to foreign artists, and this characteristic is 
shared in full measure by Americans. They will 
both strain a polut to be Kind to au artist from 
abroad.“ 

“Mr. Irving, can you give some explanation of 
the principles of arton which you are specially 
working—of your own individual ideas of dra- 
inatic arte“ 

“My own ideaisto obtain perfect harmony in 
every detail.of a dramatic representation; to 
make every accessory and incident contribute its 
full share to the general effect. In dramatic ari, 
as in all art, we simply h dd a mirror up to nature, 
and to do so we must subordipate everything. If 
1 succeed, or if auy ove else succeeds, in accom- 
pliishing this no special praise can be claimed, it 
is merely a matter of duty. To obtain periect 
naturaluess in scene and action is the proper aim 
inthe drama, and nothing which would mar 
this effect should be permitted. no 
prominence to Ay detail, no 
matter how good. The aim should be to give a 
tull ronuuded enaraeter and natural scene aud ac- 
tion. 1 do not believe iv recitation but imperson- 
ation. Sbakespeare is always natural. he ex- 
pression of passion or any strong emotion is per- 
fectly Cousistent with this, because they are at- 
ural aud should receive natural treatment. One 
of my ideas is to pay the same attention to the 
mounting and accessories of the legitimate drama 
as we do to many of our very modern plays. Ju- 
tortunateiy we lave got into the way of attendius 
to one character of a play of Shaks- 
peare and to the play proper, and 
of allowing everything else to take care of itself. 
1 do not believe lu that, but 1 am inclined to 
thiuk u comes more from thoughtlessuess than 
selfishness or any other motive, aud the teudeucy 
now is in the right direction.” 

“Then you do not believe in the talk about the 
degeneracy of the stage and that its tendencies 
are for the worse?’ 

“No, Ido not. Many of the plays of our old- 
time playwrights are absurd and laughable. We 
have some splendid modern pave aud the tendeu- 
cy in both plays and acting i consider to be iu 
the direciiou of waturainess as opposed 
torant and recitation. I think the prospect 
bright for the altaininent of the true goal of the 
drama. I cannot better illustrate what I mean 
than by reference to two great paintings. There 
is a painting by David of Napoleon Crossing 
the Alps, which represents Napoleon as a fine, 
soldieriy man, in gorgeous military dress, mouut- 
ed on a splendid, prancing charger. The man 
and horse are on the summit of a peak, and 
the man pointin towards the oth- 
er side. Delaroche painted the same 
scene, but in his piciure a small, low-browed man 
with a determived cxpression, and witb a cloak 
wrapped closely about uim. is Mounted on 4 mule 
and is riding along a narrow mountain path, 
This fairly illustrates good and bad in drainatic 
art. One is unnatural aud the other true to 
nature. The great change in the drama of late 
years has been the disappearance of siock com- 
panies and the substitution Of traveling compa- 
nies, The railroads have done this, and the 
change will be permanent, but I believe as 
good results can be obtained from the 
one as the other. Of course expense cuts a large 
figure now. In mountiug my own plays away 
from home I have to do the best lcanu with the 
materials at hand.“ 

“It is currently believed that you carry a large 
part of vour scenery with you, isn’t it true?” 

“That is a current and popular delusion. Icar- 
ry very little scenery With ine. or instance, 
in Monday night’s performance there was 
only one cloth of my own used, and in tne 
“Merchant of Venice,” a few pieces only. Gen- 
erally a hanging, pieces of tapestry, or 
things of that kiud constitute the sum totai of my 
property. Ot course, 1 overiook tue arrange- 
ment of the stage, aud try tO make it as harmou— 
ious as possible.“ 

Mr. Irving spoke of several American actors 
whom be had seen, and mentioned Edwin Booth 
‘as one of the great actors and Joseph Jefferson as 
the best comedian be bad ever seeu. In speaking 
avout the West Mr. Irving said thatthe maguit- 
cent pivgress of the cities gave him an impres- 
gion of the peuple as ready to recoguize and seize 
at once upon anything good that came in Weir 
way.

The 
father, especially in old age, does not gain 
haif from his children that the mother does; 
nor is he halt so close to them. He 
may be respected and cared for, but

fectintimacy. Constantiy households are 
seen in which the relation of the daughters 
to the mother, and often, though in a less 
degree, of the sons, is something quite beau- 
tiful, so much oi genuine feeling, yet so lit- 
tle of the tvranny of feeling is there in it.

‘They see their friends 
oftener, enjoy more converse with them, 
have more time for letter-writing, and can 
eultivate friendship better in a full room.

The Catfish of the Washoe.

The catfish of the Washoe Lake having all 
buried themselves in the mud in the bottom, 
therein holding themselves in a semi-dormant 
state, refusing to heed the. beguilements of 
the angler, some miners the other day con- 
cluded to play them a trick. The men, at the 
suggestion of one of their number, who said 
that in winter the catfish always remained 
buried in the mud until they heard the first 
thunder in the spring, exploded a giant- 
powder cartridge on the shore. 

Sure enough, the fish — . they had 
heard it thunder, and swarmed to the sur- 
face. The men were delighted with the suc- 
cess of their experiment, and were about 
preparing their hooks. and lines when a new 
movement among the fish attracted their at- 
tention. As though some signal had been 
given or word passed, every catfish, great 
and small, turned toward the Sierras, stuck 
his head out of the water an inch or two, 
took a long look, then disappeared beneath 
the waters of the lake—went down into the 
mud again.

The old fort is unrecognizable. Immense 
cotton wood trees have grown up on the river 
bank, and, while the earthworks along the 
river are plainly visible, a large cotton-field 
has obliterated the rest of the fort. 

From Fort Henry to Pittsburg Landing the 
country has changed very little. Savannah, 
the place where Gen. Grant had his head- 
quarters before the battle, has become Se 
a thriving ttle town, and quite a large 
ness is done there. 
lt was by the early light of the morning of 
Thursday, April 5, that I caught sight of 
the tall flag-staffin the cemetery at Pitts- 
burg Landing. The staff stands on the spot, 
almost, where the old log hospital once 
stood, and around it are ranged in regimen- 
tal ogee the remains of the. soldiers who 
were killedin the battles and skirmishes 
and who died in the hospitals between Fort 
Henry and Florence, Ala. 

1 was met at the landing by the superinten- 
dent of the cemetery, Captain L. S. Doolit- 
tle, a yeteran of the Ninety-sixth Lilinois In- 
fantry. After a short stay at nis beautiful 
home, just outside the cemetery walls, I took 
a stroll through the cemetery. After enter- 
ing through the massive iron gate passing 
the immense cannon set on end, 1s in 
the midst of fallen heroes. The first grave 
is that of Henry Burke, of Ohio, better 
known as the “Drummer-boy of Shiloh.” 
On the 30th day of May of each year the 
Union people from far and near assemble 
here to the number of many thousands to 
decorate the graves. Do you wonder when 
I tell you that on these occasions the little 
hero’s grave is fairly smothered in flowers? 
A little further on are two iron slabs, one 
of which contains these lines: 

“The muffled drum’s sad roll has beat 
The soldiers’ last tattoo: 

No more on life’s parade shall meet 
The brave aud fallen few.” 

The other slab contains this legend: “Es 
tablished 1866. Interments 3590 Known 
1229. Unknown 2361.” All were Union sol- 
diers, except four women, who lie buried 
under some beautiful evergreens on the out- 
side line of graves. These heroes lost their 
lives by disease while attending the wound- 
ed after the battle, but for some reason the 
War Department has refused to put head- 
stones over their graves. 

Beautiful as this cemetery is by daylight 
it has a solemnly weird look by night. he 
dark green grass and evergreens contrasted 
with the innumerable little white head- 
stones, are calculated to make theyisitor, if 
he is superstitious, think of sp®cters and 
ghosts. 

One of the boats on this river has a mate, a 
large, powerful man, whom neither threats 
nor entreaties can induce to go ashore here 
at night. He trembiingly relates how one 
dark night he saw several soldiers in full 
uuiform come aboard the boat and disappear 
over the bow. He also strungiy claims to 
have seen whole regiments of spirit soldiers 
drill on the brink ot the bluff, and to have 
heard the hollow, solemn voices of the offi- 
cers giving commands. 

The Confederate dead remain where they 
were buried. 

Naturally enough, the first I wished ta see 
was my own old camping-ground (that of the 
Fourteenth Iilinois Infantry), and I found it 
without much trouble, for all the old camps 
are very easily found. There, in front of our 
old quarters, is the old cotton held where we 
drilled and met on dress parade. Still plainly 
to be seen was our company well, now still 
two feet deep. Plainly visible are the circles 
of our Sibley tents, with here and therea 
tent-pin remaining. The most remarkable 
relic of the post is a tin-cup I picked up in 
our company quarters. Although badly 
rusted, it is still plaigly an army tin-cup, and 
bears on the bottom the initials J. L. A.”

ment. 1t no doubt belonged to Comrade John 
L. Alves of my company, who can have the 
relicif he is still alive.

stoves and bayonets cover the ground. 
found several well preserved fragments of 
army clothing, a cavairy sword and several 
good cartridge-box flabs. The field where 
Grant reviewed the troops some weeks be- 
fore the battle is now in cultivation and is 
owned by Mr. Thomas Walker, who has 
lived there, grown well off and raised a large 
family of bright children since the battle. 

Not far from Mr. Walker’s plantation 
stands the stumpof the tree under which 
General Albert Sidney Johnson died. Some 
one has pianted an evergreen there to mark 
the spot. 

Near the site of the old Shiloh Church I 
was shown one ef the most remarkable land- 
marks of this historic field, Itis the grave 
of a Confederate major whom his comrades 
buried under a beautiful oak tree, then about 
eighteen inches in diameter. A round piace 
was cut smooth on the face gf the tree, and 
engraved was the inscription, T. B. Mon- 
roe, C. S. A., killed April 6, 1862.“ The tree. 
has since then grown in thickness fully six 
inches, and the bark has swelled out and 
healed up so as to leave only an aperture of 
about seven inches in diameter through 
which the inscription is plainly visible. 

Immense amounts of lead and iron are de- 
ing gathered on the field.. One merchant 
last year shipped ovet 3,000 pounds of old 
bullets, and the farmers putina great deal 
of time gathering lead. One day, before my 
arrival, sume children found an unexploded 
shell which they threw into a pile of burn- 
ing brush. While away at dinner the sheil 
exploded, after being buried twenty-one 
years. In my search for relics I avoided un- 
exploded sheils as I would the pest. 

The large trees that were so badly scarred 
by shot and shell still bear the marks ver 
plainly, but the small saplings were 
killed and a new growth has appeared in- 
stead. I brought back some fine pieces of 
oak wood, each containing a minie ball, but 
they are so deeply imbedded in the trees that 
they are hard to get out. : 

The road cut into the bluff by Buell’s 
forces oa Sunday night is still in good 
shape, although never used, Even the in- 
dentations made by the steamers in landing 
are plainly visible in the tough claybank. 
Near the tup of the hill, on the Buell road, 
stand a number of splendid beach trees, cut 
all over with the names of soldiers. I plainly 
read the following: O. F. Smith, Company 
D, Twenty-fourth Missouri Infantry, 1862; 
A. J. Plummer, T. Donahoe, W. P. Dean, 
Sixth Louisiana, 1861.“ 

The old Shiloh Church was torn down two 
years ago, and a neat frame ckurcn built in 
its place. It is needless to say that relic 
hunters have carried off every vestige of the 
old one. The new church is owned by the 
Southern M. E. Chureh, but to keep matters 
even the old (Northern) Methodists have 
erected a church within haifa mile of the 
former. 

I quatfed a long, strong draught from the 
old Shiloh spring, and sitting on a stump 
near its brink tried to discern in the 
ground the various deeply beaten paths that 
once led off to the numerous camps, and to 
hear the ſoot-falls of the soldiers coming for 
water, but the paths are obliterated, a 
only sound which g my ear was the 
creaking of an approaching cotton-wagon on 
its way to the landing.
